the Associated Press.]| Thousands of 
‘broken Tennessee hearts and thousands 
ofempty pocketbooks were carried away 
from Cumberland Park this evening, 
Direct, that matchless California pacer, 
had shown Hal Pointer his heels with 
easein three straight heats. The time 
of the second heat Was the best ever 
made ina race in harness, lawertay 
Pointer’s record half a second. 

In the first heat Pointer had the pole 
and held it until the quarter, when Di- 
rect, who had been on almost even 
terms with him from the start, made a 
magnificent spurt and pulled away. 

The second heat saw Direct at the 
pole, and he held it throughont. The 
best Pointer could do was to stay 
abreast upto the half-mile, ee Di- 
rect gradually drew away. |

BONNER PLEASED. 


What Sunol’s Owner Says of Her Perform- 
ance at Stockton. 

New York, Oct. 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Robert Bonner’s eyes 
sparkled last. night when he received a 
telegram announcing Sunol’s great vic- 
tory over time. Hesaid: ‘‘I regard Su- 
nol as the most wonderful animal ever 
foaled. I hesitate to compare her with 
Maud §, as the latter made her record 
over a regulation track. As all horse- 
men know, the kite-shaped track, over 
which Sunol trotted today, is a trifle 
faster than the regulation one. Still, 
it is a glorious record. I will sayI paid 
$40,000 for Maud S. and $41,000 for 
Sunol. There is a regulation track at 
Stockton, and, Sunol will trot over it 
later, and I think she will excel Maud 
S’s marvelous speed. These two horses 


Senator Stanford, from whom I pur- 
chased Sunol, has written to me that 
the mare will trot in .2:06. He 
nows more about her capabilities than 
Ido,and he may beright. I believe 
her performance of 2:10% as a three- 
year-old is greater than this, her record 
as a five year-old, and I/ think 
every horseman will agree with me. 

The three greatest trotters in the world 
are, in my opinion, Maud S, Sunol and 
Nancy Hanks. We have not had 
enough experience with the kite-shaped 
track to tell what may be accomplished 
on it. Charles Marvin, Stanford's 
trainer and superintendent of his ranch, 
has written to me that the kite-shaped 
track being new is somewhat slow. He 
says after the fall rains in a week or so, 
the track will be packed solid and that 
Sunol will reduce perhaps by a fraction 
of a second her present er

San Francisco, Oct. 21 .-—[By the As- 
sociated Press.} The grand jury late 


eeitewrternodn made a partial report to 


Superior Judge Wallace. The report 
consisted of the finding of two indict- 


ments against Assemblyman Elwood. 


Brewer of Sacramento. One indict- 
ment charges Bruner with the crime cf 
perjury committed while giving testi- 
mony in the grand jury room. The 
other indictment charges Bruner with 
malfeasance in office during the late 
session of the Legislature. The malfea- 
sanée was in connection with the bill 
providing for cinching cut-rate brokers, 
particularly inthe case of the ticket 
broker Ollinger of thiscitv, who accuses 
Bruner of attempting in connection 
with McCall of Alameda to blackmail 
him out of $1000. - 

Judge Wallace ordered bench war- 
rants to be issued for the arrest of Bru- 
ner, which was immediately done. 

Bruner is the Assemblyman who was 
charged..with selling positions on the 
San Francisco police force. A legisla- 
tive commission investigated the case 
and returned a majority report of 
guilty with extenuating circumstances. 
The legislature refused to receive the 
report of the committee and so vindi- 
cated Bruner. 

Bail was fixed by Judge Wallace at 
$5000 on each charge, 

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 21.—Assemblyman 
Bruner took a prominent part in the 
Odd Fellows’ demonstration tonight. 
H@earned early in the evening of the 
indictments found against him. He 
wags not arrested and said he supposed 
the jury had no fear that he would

The Hopkins-Searles Will) 


The Disconsolate Widower Spends 
Another Day on the Stand. 


He Deemed a Marriage Settlement 
Buying a Husband. 


A Keen Business Man Who Did Not Read 
Legal Documents Affecting His 
Interests—Tim’'s Mistakes 
Due to Youth. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Satem (Mass.,) Oct. 21.—[Bythe As- 
sociated Press.]| The hearing in the 
Searles’ “wilt case was resumed this 
morning with Edward F. Searles on the 
stand. L.S. Dabney appeared for the 
first time with counsel for the will, and 
Russell J. Wilson of San Francisco 
joined the counsel for the contestants. 

At the opening, Burley, for the con- 
testants asked if Searles knew why 
Timothy Hopkins had not been notified 
before November 5 of the proposed 
marriage, and he replied that he never 
dictated to Mrs. Hopkins anything in 
regard to her son. He first heard of 
the marriage settlement from Mrs. 
Hopkins. Witness objected to a mar- 
riage settlement after the English 


style as it looked too much like buying 


a:-husband, Witness did not read the 
paper when it was signed. He was told 
that it was a marriage settlement, but 
knew that it could not impose any giv- 
ing by him to her as he had nothing in 
particular to give by a marriage settle- 
ment. His wife probably knew its con- 
tents, as she had caused it to made. 


He did not know whether there had 


been anything paid as a compensation 
for the trustees under this settlement. 
Witness never opened a letter ad- 
dressed to his wife before marriage and 
none without her permission since.

Continuing his testimony, witness 
said that Mr, Stillman came to Meth- 
uen on his return and saw Mrs. Searles 
on business matters. At the time of 
the marriage witness heard Mrs. Hop- 
kins speak of peril to her property, 
and that she wished Stillman to goto 


California to look the matter up. His’ 


report after returning was that the 
property was in good shape. The first 
suggestion of came from 
Stillman, at the suggestion of Mrs. 


‘Searles to the effect that she would 
like some arrangement made to manage 


her business. Witness did not read the 
copartnership papers, as he had confi- 
dence in the party that drew them. 
His wife never, to his knowledge, took 
independent advice in regard to the 
matter. Witness knew that some Cali- 
fornia property had been deeded to 
him, the deeds running direct from his 
wife; althongh unrecorded, the deeds 
of the same property were in existence. 
Witness did not understand that the 
lawyers were’to have $65,000 a year 
in any event, but they were to have 10 

r cent. of the income. He under- 
stood that the 10 per cent. for the at- 
torneys, of both assets and income of 
the partnership, was for their services. 

Mr. Burley put in the will of Edward 
F. Searles, made on the same day as 
that of his wife now in contest, July 
16. It left all his property to his wife. 
All the reakestate, witness stated, was 
in his uame, but the deeds were unre- 
corded. He had not attempted to trans- 
fer them and made no papers or decla- 


rations of trust in regard to them since 


his wife’s death, and the matter had 
not been discussed in his presence. He 
did not know of his wife signing more 
than one codicil to her will after mar- 
riage, and no other wills than those 
shown. It wassuggested before they left 
for Europe that the deeds be made to 
witness. He did not make the sugges- 
tion and did not know who aid. The 
papers were executed before they left, 
as Mr. Stillman was to go to California 
to look up the property. 

A letter received at Nice with the 
deeds was produced. The letters gave 
as the reason for making the deeds that 
the title was in Stillman.. He had a re- 
pugnance to recording the marriage 
settlement. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Burley 
asked the witness if he was aware that 
Stillman and Hubbard had a voice in 


the kind of securities which they could 


withdraw. Witness replied that he 
only knew they could draw that 
amount. Witness had his name left off 
the office door to relieve him from a 
large number of applicants of one kind 
and another, as he ®as not to be an 
active partner, Mrs. Searles wishing 
him to attend to domestic affairs, 
When he signed the supplemental agree- 
ment he understood that the Great Bar- 
rington property was exempt from the 
copartnership assets. and put in his 
name to protect it in case of accident. 
The will of Edward Searles, dated 
November 22, 1887, was introduced. 
It leftthe income of a sum sufliciént to 
yield 810.000 per year for the support 
of his mother, and the residue to his 
wife. The trustees and executors were 
his wife, Stillman and T. H. Hubbard. 
Letters from Stillman and Hubbard 
and Mr. and Mrs. Searles were here of- 
fered and occupied the remainder of 
the afternoon. Mostofthem were of 
no particular interest. The first, dated 
February 11, 1888, was from Mr. Still- 
man in California and estimated Mrs. 
Searles’s property, exclusive of the 
Great Barrington estate, at %50,000.,- 
000, cOunting the-indebtedness of the 
Western Development Company and 


Pacific Improvement Company at face. 


value. Referring to the @gsire of Tim 
for Sherwood Hall and money enoug\to 
run it, he says, ‘‘{t will require an Iin- 
come of $500,000 yearly. Tim has 
honestly endeavored to do the best for 
her and any mistakes that have been 
made are due to youth and inexperi- 
ence.’’ 

On November 18, 1887, he writes 
that he had drawn a new will for Mrs. 
Searles, which had been rendered nec- 
essary by a changein affairs.

THE TIN PLATE INDUSTRY. 


President Harrison Thinks It will Prove a 
Great Success. 

Pirrspr non, Oct. 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Last week W. C. Crone- 
myer of the United States Iron, Steel 
and Tin Plate Works at Demmler, Pa.. 
sent to President Harrison a box of tin 
manufactured at the Demmler works. 
This morning Cronemyer received the 
following letter from the President, 
dated Washington, October 19: ! 

My Dear Sir: LT have your letter of Octo- 
ber 15 and the box of bright tin plate which 
you send as a specimen of the product he- 
ing turned out by the United States Iron, 
Steel and Tin Plate Company. I have no 
skill in determining the character of this 
work, but tothe eye it seems eminently 
satisfactory, and [thank you for this evi- 
dence that a new industry has been estal- 
lished in the United States. I cannot quite 
understand how any American can doubt 
that we have the mechanical skill and bus- 
iness sagacity to establish successfully 
here the manufacture of tin plate. No 
other country certainly surpasses usin the 
inventive genius of its citizens, or inthe 
business sagacity of its capitalists. Itis 
surprising to me that any patriotic Amer- 
{can should approach this question with a 
desire to see this gréat and interesting ex- 
periment fail, or with unwillingness to 
accept the evidence of its success. It will 
be a great step in the direction of commer- 
cial independence when we produce our 
own tin plate. It seems to me that noth- 
ing, unless it be lack of faith in the main- 
tenance of the present law, can thwart this 
desirable achievement. I can understand 
how our success should be doubted and our 
failure accepted with satisfaction in Wales, 
but Icannot understand how any American 
can take that view of the question, or why 
he should always approach every evidence 
of the successful establishment of this In- 
dustry in this country with a disposition to 
discredit and rejectit. If the great experi- 
ment is to fail, our own people should not 
failure the _ 
crime of rejoicing at it. 


A WRECKER’S WORK. 


Details of the Disaster on the Bur- 
lington Road. 


Two Engineers and Two Passengers Killed 
Outright—Somebody Had Tampered 
with the Switch—Two Men 
Arrested on Suspicion. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

(IlL,) Oct 21.—[By the. 
Associated Press.] The Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy fast passenger 
train, which left here at 10:30 o'clock 
last night, was derailed near Monmouth, 


sixteen miles west of here, by an open 


switch. The whole train of seven cars,- 
save the sleeper, turned over on its 
side. 

The killed are: 
Galesburg, Ill., Traveling Engineer 
George Corrtney, Galesburg; Mrs. 
George Allen, Lamoni, lowa; Frank L. 
Johnson, Avon, Ill. About eighteen 
persons were seriously injured. - 

Great surprise was expressed that the 
list of casualties was not larger. The 
saddest casualty happened in the first 
chaircar. George Allen, his wife and 
baby were seated near the middle of. 
the care when the accident occurred. 
The car tipped over and Mrs. Allen was 
killed. The baby was hurled across the 
car, and except for acut inits*head was 
uninjured. Mr. Allen received only 
bruises. 

The scene after the wreck was heart- 
rending. The imprisoned passengers 
broke out the windows of the cars to 
effect their escape. A large force of 
surgeons and railroad officials went 
from here and Burlington. The Cor- 
oner visited the scene of the wreck, 
and will hold an inquest tomorrow. 

F. C. Rice, superintendent of the 
Illinois lines of the Burlington road, 
expressed the opinion that the switch 
had been tampered with after the 
wreck, as it was found half turned. 
The news of the wreck created great 
excitement here, and hundreds are vis- 
itifig the scene. 

Monmovutn, (Ill.,) Oct. 21.—The of- 
ficials of the Burlington road here as- 
sert that the canse of last night's dis- 
astrous wreck is that the switch was 
deliberately tam _ with. Coroner 
Taylor expresses the same. opinion, and 
asserts that the weilly party will soon 


be caught. Two men were arrested on 
suspicion today. One was released 
soon after, but W. R. R. Healey, who 


has been working on. a_ farm, is held. 
Some other people assert that the 
switch was notin good condition; that 
the lock did not work, and thatthe 
vibration of the rails might spring it 


open. The Coroner, h er, repre- 
sents that the switch was in per- 
fect condition, although e of his 


assistants asserted ‘this aftérnoon that — 
the lock could be slipped through a big — 
link and the pins pulled. 

There were at least 100 people on 
thetrain, and it is marvelous that half 
of them were not killed. The chair car 
in which two passengers were killed, 
was literally smashed to pieces. Be- 
sides those named in previous dis- 
patches a dozen other people received 
slight injuries. 


THE TRACK, 


Wreck on the Baltimore and Ohio—Two 
Men Killed. 

Oct. 21.—[By the 
ciated Press.|] A frightful wreck 
curred on the Baltimore and Ohio 
road, .near St: John’s station, forty 
miles east of Cumberland, Md., this aft- 
ernoon, resulting in the instant killing 
of two persons and the injury of four 
others, three of whom wil! die. 

The dead are: James Knuckles, engi- 
neer; Rodney Richards, fireman. 

The injured™are: W. H. Lippincott, 
H. Silvers and Charles Craig, postal 
clerks, who will die: J. C. McDonald. a 
passenger from Baltimore, seriously in- 
jured. 

The train was running at the rate of 
fifty miles an hour, when suddenly the 
engine jumped the track, and was fol- 
lowed by the baggage car. postal car. 
smoker, passenger coach and two sleep- 
ers. It was acomplete wreck and the 
only wonder is that more were not hurt. 
The rails are sai#@to have spread, but 
this has not been definitely ascertained.

‘Convention.

Between Thirty and Forty New Mem- 
bers Added to the List.. 


Proposed Amendments to the Constitu- 
tion—Something About the Mag- 
nitade of the Honey 3 
Industry. 


_ About 100 persons responded to the 
call issued for a convention of apicult- 
urists yesterday at Temperance Temple. | 
The majority of them were men, with a 
sprinkling of ladies who are interested 
in bees. Nearly forty thew members 
presented themselves, representing 
5625 colonies of bees. 
to the total number as given last year, 
agregate over 60,000 colonies in the 
State, ata valuation varying from\50 
cents to $38 a hive, and sometimes $5 
for strong swarms of choice varieties. 
‘ Nothing could demonstrate the re- 
markable adaptability of California to 
the successful production of honey so 
much as the fact that in less than forty 
years this State has become the leading 
honey producer of the Union. When 
the first American settlers came to this 
Coast such a thing as a bee was abso- 
lutely unknown. There was not one in 
the entire State. The first bees were in- 
. troduced into California via the Isthmus 
route. Four swarms comprise the entire 
shipment, and when they reached their 
destination they were. valued at $400 
each. By swarming and. judicious sub- 
division their number was rapidly in- 
creased and the price diminished in 
| proportion, though for a long time $50 
was the regular price for a single 
‘swarm. Last year the two leading 
counties, Los Angeles, and San Diego, 
‘shipped as nearly as. can be learned 
from the reports of. railroad companies 


000 pounds of honey, while the entire 
output of the State id not fall short of 
| at least 6,500,000 pounds. It is true 
other and lower estimates have been 
made and widely published, but when 
actual shipments are made of nearly 
5,000,000 pounds for two counties 
alone it is manifestly absurd to claim 
that the entire output of the State did 
not exceed that amount, 

The only available statistics upon the 
subject: are those furnished by the 
State Board of Equalization.as col- 
lected by the County Assessors.. How |, 
correct they are may be inferred from 
the fact that the counties of Alameda, 
rAmador, Humboldt, Lassen. Marin, 
Mariposa, Napa, Santa Cruz, Sierra, 
‘Solano, Trinity, Yolo and Yuba are not 
credited with a single hive, while asa 
matter of fact there are more or less in 
all of them. 

The total number in the entire State 
last year is given as 55.048, ofan ag- 
gregate valuation of $65, 244. San 
‘Diego county comes first, with 14,947 
hives; Los Angeles is second with 13,- 
‘$71; ‘Ventura third, with 9811; San 
Bernardino fourth, witf? 5140; Fresno 
fifth, with 4110, and Santa ‘Barbara 
sixth, with 8115. Inyo has 1453, 
Kern 1250 and Tulare 1176. The 
valuation varies from 50 cents to $8 a 
hive. 

, These figures serve only in determin- 
“ing the approximate relative impor-| 
tante of the honey-producing counties, 
and are not to be taken as in any sence 
accurate, so far as the actual number 
of bees is concerned.

Some isolating substance, 
such a wood ashes, sawdust or rye-straw, 
with sand, was used by four or five of 
the competitors. The plen of M. Schri- 
baux. who gained the prize, is to put 
the potatoes for ten hours ina 14 per 
cent. solution of commercial sulphuric 
acid, when, after being thoroughly 
dried, they will keep without alteration 
more than a year. The same solution 
may be used many times.

VENTURA COUNTY? 


Supervisors and Trustees at Outs as 


to Saloon Licenses. 


The County Objects to Dividing the Money 
with the City—Runaway Girl Found 
—Tax Payments—The Bean 
Market. 


A small war-cloud darkens the fair hor- 
izon of Ventura, the contending factions 
being the Board of Supervisors on one side, 
and the Town Trustees on the other. Atthe 
last meeting of the Supervisors an ordi. 
nance was passed repealing a section of the 
ordinance fixing the rate of liquor 
licenses for the county. The section re- 
pealed provided that one-half of the $600 
fee be paidinto the town treasury. Its re. 
peal puts the whole amountin the county 
fund. and deprives the town of about $4000 
a vear, tohelp bear the burden of local gov- 
‘ernment, 

- The town taxes have already been levied, 
and there appears to be no way to retrive the 
loss except to impose an additional saloon 
license of $300 a vear. If this was done, 
the license would be so high as to cut short 
the existence of about half of the saloons. 
The county passed the repealing ordinance 
it is said, to “Get even’’ with the town for 
refusing to pay for the use of a certain 
rock crusher, owned by the former, and in 
which the latter claimed an interest. Just 
how the matter will end is not clear.

A section of one of the famous “big trees,” 
destined for the World's Fair, has been 
brought here from Tulare, and will be on 
exhibition a few days before it is sent on to 
Chicago by the comutissioners. Itis at No. 
116 North Main street, which, it seems, was 
the only available building that could be 
to. accommodate it. 
This magnificent specimen was cut twelve 
feet from the ground, and five men worked 
from April till Octoder getting it ready for 
shipment. It measures ninety feet in cir- 
cumference, and is as round as a dollar, 
bark and all. The tree was 344 feet in 
heigcht, and is estimated to be 3620 vears old.

‘obligate themselves not to dispose of 


THE STATE IRRIGATORS. 


The Association Meets Again and 
Adjourns. 


A Question About Raising Funds to 
Cover Expenses, 


A Testimonial Presented. to Will S. 
Green of Colusa. 


Judge Widney Addresses the Meeting— 
Selling Bonils Too Low—Urging Dis- 
tricts to Join the State Board — 
—Amending By-laws. | 


Chairman Nance called the Irrigation 
Convention to order shortly after 9 
o'clock yesterday morning. A. J. Pills- 
bury, who is secretary of the associa-_ 
tion, officiated in that capacity. 

Judge Widney of the University Bank 
was introduced asa friend of the irri- 
system. He said he thought it 

as entirely practicable to place the 
irrigatioh bonds at the head of bond se- 
curities in the United States, [Ap- 
The 
main point was, he said, to put the mat- 


avoid the danger, of litigation, which 
frightens investors. At the Bankers’ 
Convention in San Francisco the presi- 
bank told the 
speaker he couldn’t borrow froma San 
Francisco bank £75,000 on $200,000 
San Joaquin county bonds—the county 
being assessed for %36,000,000—be- 


The same is often the case with school 
bonds. 

On motion a vote of thanks was ten- 
dered to Judge Widney. 

After a discussion as to the best 
method of accomplishing the object, it 
was resolved that the Chair nominate a 
new executive board of five members, 
the same to be confirmed by the conven- 
tion. The chairman named Messrs. A. 
J. Tulley of Central district, P. Y. 
Baker of Alta, E. de Witt of Tulare, F. 
G. Ryan of Anaheim, and the chairman, 
J. W. Nance. 

P. Y. Baker offered a resolution in- 
dorsing the action of the recent Salt 
Lake irrigation congress. 

F. C. Finkle of San Bernardino, who 
was a delegate to that convention, sec- 
onded the resolution in a speech refer- 
ring tothe workof that body. Heasked 
for a rising vote. 

The motion was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Tilghman of Big Rock district 
desired to reiterate that the sale of 
bonds of that district, referred to in 
the discussion yesterday, had certainly 


not been made by any officials of ‘the | 


district, if it had been made at all. 

Gen. Willey stated that he had irre- 
futable proof that such an offer had 
been made. It had probably come from 
a third party. 

W. S. Green said that bonds of other 
districts had been forced on the market 
at less than their value, owing to the 
temporary necessities of the district. 
No reflection had certainly been in- 
tended on Big Rock district by the gen- 
tleman who had spoken yesterday. 

Gen. Willey said there was no question 
that the bonds were being injured by 
offers of them at much lower than 
proper rates. It was necessary that 
some action should be taken in the mat- 
ter. He offered a resolution to the ef- 
fect that whenever bonds are exchanged 
for work those who take them should 


them for less than 90 cents on the dol- 
lar fora period of two years and should 
further agree that those they may sell 
to shall agree to the same. The sug- 
gestion was that the executive boards 
of irrigation districts should enforce 
this provision. 

Mr. Wright said that if the provision 

could be enforced, it would be a good 
provision. 
QM. L. Wicks begged the convention 
not to attempt to legislate a value into 
property by a resolution which was im- 
possible to enforce. [Applause.] The 
thing to do was to establish their value 
to the world. The value of a thing can- 
not be establised by law. « Such resolu- 
tions would do harm. 

Gen. Willey insisted that there was 
nothing in the resolution to be afraid 
of. The act itself provides that dis- 
tricts cannot sell the bonds at less than 
90 cents. 

Mr. Wicks asked if any bank would 
take the bomés.as collateral with such a 
provision in them. 

Gen. Willey, while still believing he 
was right, withdrew his resolution, 

P. J. Baker then spoke of the ne- 
cessity of providing for incidental ex- 
penses of the Legislative Committce. 

An inquiry was made of Mr. Wright 
as to whether districts could pay such 
expenses from their funds. 

W.S. Green said that many members 
had been paying out expenses for the 
association which they should not be 
called upon to spend for an organiza- 
tion representing so much wealth. 

It was mentioned by a delegate that 
much of this trouble comes from the 
disinclination of districts to join the 
State board. If the State board were 
in proper condition it could take action 


in such matters as the selling of bonds | 


at rates far below their market value. 


Mr. Wright said, in regard to ex- 
penses, that he had- no doubt that 


boards could appoint such agents as 
they deem desirable. 

W.S. Green moved that each district 
be assessed 8100 to pay expenses. 
This was subsequently modified to. $50 
from districts already in and #100 
from new entries. An objection was 
made that attorneys had said money 
could not be paid out of the funds for 
such purpose. Mr. Green said the best 
thing in that case was to change attor- 
neys and get a sensible one. 

Several delegates stated that in their 
districts the people had gone down in 
their pockets and paid the money, al- 
though often really not justified in doing 
so. The delegate from Grapeland said 
his district had done this, although he 
believed they were perhaps poorer than 
anv. He objected to the motion. 

W. S. Green in the course of some re- 


marks said he thought tife thanks-of the | 
convention were due to Tuz Times for 
the excellent report which it had pub- 
lished of yesterday's proceedings. 

Mr. Pillsbury, the secretary, teld how 
he had used every possible effort to get 
the districts tojoin the association. He | 
had werked hardand did not wish to. 
coftinue without compensation if he 


had to repeat the work of last fall and 


winter. He would liketoknow whether 
the districts which had not yet joined 
would come in, otherwise he wished to 
resign. . The roll of districts was called. 

The chairman said Allessandro wou!d 
pay the fee.

said he did not know whether he would 
recommend them to join or not. 

The Rialto delegates will present the 
matter to theirdistrict favorably. Del- 
egates from other districts which have 
not yet joined, spoke in similar strain, 
a majority promising that their districts 
would join. 

W.5. Green thought it a shame to 
discuss the question of whether an @s- 
sociation representing 810,000,000 
should pay its secretary a small salary. 
He-urged the great importance of or- 
ganization, if anything was to be ac- 
complished. The district irrigation 
system still has powerful enemies. Mr. 
Green made a strong speech, and at the 
close was loudly applauded. 

‘M. L. Wicks said he thought few if 
any districts objected to pay proper ex- 
penses, but the delegates present were 
not authorized to incur the outlay. He 
suggested that. each district be re- 
quested to pay a sum in accordance 
with the assessed valuation. 

The chairman showed that the by- 
laws authorized the levying of an an- 
nual contribution from districts not ex- 
ceeding 1-5 of l cent per acre. This, 
it was estimated, would yield about 
7000 , 

W. 8S. Green offered a resolution, 
which was adopted, urging the trustees 
to use every endeavor to sell bonds. He 
said, in this connection, that he was 
able to state that the services of a man 
who had placed $100,000,000 of bonds 
in Europe might b be secured. Woks 

Afteracon Sesaion. 

The convention then adjourned| nntil 
1:30 p. m., but it was nearly 2 o'clock 
before it reassembled, the order of busi- 
ness being amendments to the by-laws. 
Gen. Willey suggested a modification of 
the rule that: only members of district 
boards are eligible as delegates to. con- 
ventions, the amendment being to thé 
effect that directors may send other 
persons as delegates bearing credentials. 
The resolution was put and adopted. 

On motion the section in regard to 
assessment for expenses was changed 
from “not to exceed one-fifth of 1 
cent per acre’’ to ‘‘not to exceed 1 cent 
on the hundred dollars of valuation,’’ so 
as to make the assessment of districts 
more equable in proportien to their 
wealth. 

The section regarding remuneration 
of the board “of trustees was ordered 
stricken out, leaving them traveling ex- 
penses only. 

Mr. Wright called attention to the 
fact that the last Legislative had 
amended the form of bond. He thought 
the amended form was an improvement. 
Formerly the bonds were payable in 
installments at the end of each year, 
from eleven to twenty vears. Under 
the amendment they are payable in 
ten series, 5 per cent. of the whole 
number at end of eleven years and in- 
stallments‘at end of each yeat up to 
twenty years. 

The secretary was instructed to print 
an adequate number of the by-laws. 

The question of steel-engraving the 
bonds was brought up, Gen, Willey stat- 
ing that no bonds not so engraved could 
be listed on the New York and London 
markets. 

‘On motion of P. Y. Baker, the papers 
were thanked which had published so 
impartial a report of the proceedings, 
also the Board of Trade forthe use of 
the room. The chairman remarked 
that the press of the State had, as a 


owhole,-been very friendly to them: 


On motion of M. L. Wicks, a collection 
was taken up to pay for a small testi- 
monial to W. S. Green, in recognition 
of his untiring labors in the cause of 
district irrigation. The testimonial is 
a handsome gold locket with the figure 
of a fly thereon, set in precious stones. 

Mr. Green at this moment entered the 
room and M. L. Wicks made the pre- 
sentation to him in an appropriate 
speech. The recipient expressed his 
appreciation of the compliment in 
fitting terms, referring briefly to his 
labors in the cause © ation since 
1854, when he had first published an 
article on the subject. He said he 
valued such a token of regard more than 
a very large sum of money. 

Gen. Willey announced that he®would 
shortly have to go to London business, 
where he would ‘be glad to do all he 
could in the matter “of placing e irriga- 
tion bonds. On motion the convention 
then adjourned to meet in Sacramento 
on the first Monday in January, 1893. 

The ‘discussions of the convention 
were marked by great harmony and 
enthusiasm. It is probable that the 
interest aroused by this convention will 
result in largely increasing. the mem- 


bership of the State Board of Irrigation. 


FELL OFF THE CARS. 


Probably Fatal Accident at First and 
Spring Streets. 

An accident that will probably prove 
fatal took place on the corner of First 
and Spring streets a few minutes past 3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, A Downey 
avenue cable ‘car was. just turning the 
corner on its way to East Los Angeles, 
when James Smith, an old farmér who 
lives near Santa Ana, lost his balance 
and fell head first to the pavement.

The Trial of the Chilean Cases’ 
Commenced. 


O'Farrell All in Attendance.

The Chilean Consul at San Francisco 
Present as a Witness. 


A Now Issue Raised in the Case Proceed- 
ings of the Supreme Court—Decisions 
Handed Down—General 
‘Court Notes. 


Punctually at 10:30 o'clock yester- 
day morning Judge Ross convened the 
Cnited States District Court and called 
the case of the United States vs. Rich- 
ard L. Trumbull, George A. Burt and 
Capt. J. O'Farrell, charged with having 
violated the neutrality laws in May last 


Itata, off San Clemente 
three defendants were present with 
their counsel, Messrs. S. M. White. G. 
J. Denis and Page & Ellis;. the Goy- 
ernment being represented by District 
Attorney Cole and Messrs. Alex. Camp- 
bell and A. W. Hutton, as arias: assis- 
tant counsel. 

Before proceeding with the impanel- 
ing\of a jury, a digression was caused 
by W. Craig. Esq., of San Francisco, 
who annuounced that he appeared on be- 
¥ f of Hon. W. D. Catton, Chilean Consul 

San Francisco. who had been subpar‘ 
naed as a witness inthe case. As his 
client’s duties as prescribed by the gov- 
ernment. which he represented forbade 
him to divulge the secrets ofthe diplo- 
matic service, and prescrived as the 
penalty for so doing, removal from of- 
fice and both fine and imprisonment, 
the attorney argued that he should be 
exempt and moved the Court to excuse 
him from further attendance. 

A. W. Hutton, Esq., on behalf of the 
Government, vigorously opposed the 
motion, arguing that Mr. Catton having 
been appointed .as.consul during the 
Balmacedan administration, and that 
government being now defunct, he was 
not asa matter of fact entitled to the 
office at the present time and could 
therefore claim no more privileges than 
any other foreign resident in this 
country. 

The matter was debated fiercely until 
12:30 o'clock, 
clared until 2 o'clock. 

Upon reconvening at that honr, At- 
torney Craig again repeated the mo- 
tion he had made in the morning, citing 
as his authority. the decision of Judge 
Hoffman in the Dillon case. Alex 
Campbeli, Esq., opposed the motion on 
the same grounds as those set forth by 
his colleague, andthe matter was finally 
submitted to the Court, 

Judge Ross, however, considered the 
question of too much importance to ren- 
der an off-hand decision upon, and took 
the matterunder advisement, promising 
to decide it as soon as possible. 

The work of impaneling a jury was 
then commenced and occupied the re- 
mainder of the afternoon, the follow- 
ing: persons being finally accepted by 
both sides, and sworn to “‘well and 
truly try the cause:’’ A. J. Bennett, 
G. Butler Griffin, James Hanley, Wil- 
liam B. Herriott, Alfred James, Worth 
Keene, H. P. Lantz, L. J. Matthews, 
John Osborne, Anson Pitcher, E. L. 
Witte and John D. Young. 

During the examination of talesmen 
touching their qualifications to act as 
jurors, the defendant’s counsel ques- 
tioned them as to which side their sym- 
pathies leaned, from what they knew of 
the late Chilean war, but this the Court 
refused to permit at fist. Subse- 
quently, however, it was admitted, and 
quite a number of otherwise excellent 
jurors were excused because they admit- 
ted that theirsympathies were undenia- 
bly with the victors. 

The case will be *raken up again at 
10:30 o'clock this morning, when the 
trial will commence in earnest. It will 
probably last for the remainder of the 
week as some sixty witnesses have been 
snbpoenaed by both sides.

Giovanni walked up inclosed 
road leading to the great white hotel 
with the many marble balconies, It 
was quite a grand hotel and stood ina 
garden where palm trees and orange 
trees and flowers grew. A white-bal- 
ustraded terrace separated the garden 
from the carriage drive by the gray- 
green olives, and roses and heljotropes 
grew in tumbling masses over the 
stone. It was on an elevation, and be- 
low it one_could see the promenade by 
the sea and the great lake-like, sap- 
phire-blue expanse of the Mediter- 
Tanéan. 7 

There were palm trees and flowers 
bordering the promenade, and even in 
the winter there were numbers of chil- 
dren walking abont with baskets full of 
violets and narcissus and anemonés 
with which they ran after the pedes- 
trians in the hope of selling. 

The sun seemed always. shining and 
the air soft there, and there were ab 
ways flowers¢ for the little town was a 
pretty, quaint one on the Riviera. It 
was called San Remo, and in the winter 
was always full of foreigners who came 
to sce the sun when it seemed finally to 
have left England, or to escape from 
wind and cold when they were delicate. 

Most of them—the forestieri—were 
more orless delicate. Some of. them 
had thin, pale faces and coughed and 
walked slowly; some of them were 


pulled about in invalid chairs, and often | 


one saw one in deep mourning, and 
might guess cither that some one be- 
longing to them had come to the South 
to get well, and had died in ‘the midst 
of the fowers and palms and orange 
trees, or, having lost some one they 
loved in some other place, had come to 
try to bear the shock of their grief in 
the land where thesunshine might help 
them a little. 

But whatever had happened to bring 
them, whether they were well or ill, or 
burdened with sorrow, they were 
pleased with two things. They were 


always pleased with the flowers, and |} 


carried them about in bunches, and if 
anyone played the guitar and mandolin 
and sang well, they were pleased, and 
gave money to the players and singers. 

So there were many flower-sellers in 
the streets and many flower-shops in 
the town, and there Were many people 
who wandered about with mandolins 
and guitars playing before the hotels, 
and generally having with them some 
one who could either sing sweetly or 
who tried to. Inthe latter case some- 
times they got money to induce them to 
go away—to the next hotel, at least. 

Giovanni was one of those who. for- 

tunately, could sing, and aman went 
with him who played the harp. 

He was an Italian boy about 14 vears 
old. He was strong and plump and 

well built, and had a dark-eyed, merry, 
pretty face and a gay, bright smile. It 
was rather a lovable face, and when 
money was thrown to him from the bal- 
conies and he ran and picked it up, pull- 
ing off his cap and saving, ‘Grazia, 
Signora,’* or *Signorina”’ or ‘‘Signore,”’ 
as the case might be, his quick, little 
bow was often returned by a nod. 

They had so much money, these for- 
estieri, Giovanni thought they might 
well be good natured. Think what 

' lives they must have, these people who 
were rich enough to travel away from 
unpleasant weather, and who lived. in 
the great gay hotels, eating wonderful 
things three times a day, waited upon 
by dozens of servants, and with an im- 

_ posing concferge in uniform and gold 
buttons, who appeared on the broad 
white marble, flower-bordered entrance 
steps andcalling up a waiting carriage 
with a majestic wave of the hand and a 
loud ‘‘Avante,’’ carried out to it wraps 
and cushions and held the, door open 
while the signoras entered, touching 
his gold-banded cap gracefully as they 
drovef&way.

a deputy without question. The. Coun- 
cilmen think that Mr. Lopez should do 
all the work of his office, or pay his 
deputy himsélf, ‘as he was givena very 
liberal salary under the charter with 
that understanding. AS a compromise 
measure it was finally recommended 
that the Auditor-be allowed a deputy, 
with the understanding that the assist- 
ant should devote one-half his time to 
-writing up licenses inthe City Clerk's 
office. This, in effect, means that one 
of the City Clerk’s deputies shall assist 
the 

(question, of the 
the Water in the Los Angeles River was 
next taken up, and the report of the.

An Ordinance Provi ling for the Licensing 
of Banks in the Citv of Los Angeles 
SHE MAYOR AND COUNCIL OF THE 
city of Los Angeles do ordain as fol- 
lows: 
SECTION 1. That the monthly Hcense for 
carrying onthe business of banking in the 
city of Los Angeles shall be regulated by 
the total amount of loans ard discounts of 
each bank as shown by their’ semi-annual 
statements made each year to the bank com- 
missioners and shall be as follows: 
For each bank having less than #100,000, ten 
dollars. 
For each bank more than $100,000 and less 
than $250,000, fifteen dollars. 
For each bank having more than #250.000 
and less than ®00,000, twenty dollars. 
For each bank having 
and less than #1,000,000, thirty dollars. 
For each bank having more than #1.000,009 
an tess than #2.000,000, forty detlars: 


and less than #%4,000,000, fifty dollars, pro- 
vided that for each month that a hank 
transacts business prior to the making of 
any such statement, the monthly license 
shall be #10. 

SEC. 2.

The Fine Exhibits of Ventura and 
Santa Barbara. 


Entries for the Baby Show Coming in at a 
Rapid Rate—An Amusing Inct- 
dent—Young Ladies in 

Pumpkins. 


Fully 1500 people visited the fair at 
the Chamber of Commerce yerterday 
and everyone was enthusiastic over the 
splendid display. which eclipses any- 
thing of tthe sort ever exhibited in the 
state before. 

VENTURA’S DISPLAY. 

Ventura's display occupies two tables 
of thirty-two feet each, beside a side 
table and wall space. The Vernon ex- 
hibit is one’of the most artistically ar- 
ranged in the hall. over sixty varieties 
of roses and thirty-five varieties of 
fruit on plates grace the table, to say 
nothing of the vegetables, which in- 
clude some genuine eastern pumpkins 
of the New England Thanksgivéng pie 
variety. One ofthe most interesting ex- 
hibits is the dried and canned fruit put 
up by W..R. Baker of Pasadena. 
are 200 glasses of jelly, seventeen 
varieties of pickles dnd quantities of 
canned fruits. The ftuit leather is 
one of the most curious and interesting 
parts of this display. It looks exactly 
like leather and can be fashioned into 
any design. Mrs. Baker has made a 
very clever model of the Baker process 
drying house and a pair of shoes— 
Oxford ties—of the peach leather, 
which is a curiosity. 

SANTA BARBARA’S EXHIBIT. 

Santa Barbara’s display looms up 
handsomely, covering a thirty-foot ta- 
ble. It is presided over by Clio L. Loyd, 
who chaperoned the Santa Barbara ex- 
hibit at the Chicago carnival, so he is 
not an @mateur in the ®usiness. Sus- 
pended from the tower,of a miniature 
pagoda-like structure in the center of 
the table is a sixty-pound bunch of 
dates, the largest ever exhibited in 
Southern California. Around it are- 
bong mommoth pears, cherimoyers (cus- 
A beau- 
tiful date palm blossom ornaments the 
smilax-Wwound roof. Next the pagoda 
stands Frank Kellogg's. 275-pound 
squash, rising 83 feet above the table 
like a miniature mountain in the land- 
scape of fruit and. vegetables. There 
are sweet potatoes weighing 9, 10° and 
1314 pornds; 64 varieties of apples on 
plates from Lompoc, whose apples 
took the first and second premi- 
ums at the New Orleans Exposi- 
tion in 1I885; citrons of commerce, 
seedling bamboos, African millet, which 
looks like -cat-tails; - pampas in husk; 
bottles of Ellwood Cooper's olive oil; 
eight varieties of bottled wines; fruits 
labeled ‘‘Santa Barbara Sweets,’’-all 
home packed; walnuts, peanuts, al- 
monds, cotton plant, chestnuts in burrs, 
which, under the witchery of Santa 
Barbara skies, burst without the help of 
Jack Frost. A pyramid .of Ellwood 
Cooper's famons Eureka, lemons makes 
a brilliant point of color at one end of 
the table. Nor is this all of Santa Bar- 
bara's display. Down stairs at the en- 
trance is a huge block of asphalt,which 
is too large to be taken into the hall,, 
and therefore must needs stand guard 


outside. ‘The giant boulder weighs over 
two tons, :

_ The flower booth, presided over by 
Mrs. George Cummings and Mrs. 
Gelcich, assisted by Misses Cassie Mul- 
rein, Ella Roth, -Josephine Williams, 
Carrie and Ella Warren and Marguerite 
Gelcich, is one of the daintiest struc- 
tures in the hall. It is draped with 
gaslight-green bunting over which deli- 
cate sprays of smilax wander. Cypress 
trees in the background give the neces- 
sary touch of foliageand over them are 
spun, with silver cord, huge spider 
webs. Arched over the front is the 
word ‘‘Welcome’’ done in scarlet ger- 
aniums and yellow chrysanthemums.
